GCMH Observes National Radiologic 


Technology Week, 


Radiologic technologists 
at Garrett County Memorial 
Hospital will be honored by 
their medical colleagues both 
locally and across the nation 
November 8-14 as part of 
the national observance 
known as "National Radio- 
logic Technology Week.” 

Medical imaging. like so 
many other modern technol- 
ogies, has dramatically 
advanced and expanded in 
just the last few years. Now, 
besides using basic x-ray 
films, physicians can look 
inside the body via magnetic 
resonance imaging, comput- 
ed tomography, sonography, 
nuclear medicine, and a host 
of other imaging technolo- 
gies that rival the science 
coming out of today’s space 
programs. 

Today's physicians also 
have the option of treating 
various cancers with radia- 
tion therapy instead of just 
surgery or chemotherapy 
drugs. 

Through the continuing 
efforts of the hospital foun- 
dation and the generous 
support of the community, 
Garrett Memorial's radiology 
department is able to pro- 
vide a full range of the most 
current radiology services 
available. 

The department’s state of 
the art CT (computed to- 
mography) scanner, pur- 
chased by the hospital foun- 
dation, allows Garrett Me- 
morial’s technologists to 
more accurately and effi- 
ciently diagnose disease and 
eliminate the need for some 
surgeries, The scanner great- 
ly decreases the amoimt of 
time required to complete a 
scan, allowing for quicker 
results. 

Ultrasound is helpful to 
the physicians of patients 
experiencing circulatory and 
heart problems. Garrett 
Memorial’s top of the line 
ultrasound unit, which was 
purchased earlier this year, 
contains color flow, a feature 
which allows changes in 
blood flow to be shown in 
color. The early detection of 
prostate cancer is possible 
using the ultrasound pros- 
tate cancer probe which 
allows a biopay to be per- 
formed at the time the study 
is being conducted. 

The hospital's mammog- 
raphy unit is fully accredited 
by the American College of 
Radiology (ACR). "Receiving 
accreditation by the ACR is 
confirmation of the quality 
mammography services that 
have always been provided 
by our facility,” said Michael 
Reed, director of radiology at 
Garrett Memorial.

Fariners, ranchers, other 
landowners and entrepre- 
Neurs are confused and dis- 
turbed over the multi-front- 
ed attack on property rights, 
the president of the nation’s

*Property rights are a cor- 
nerstone for the historic suc- 
cess of American agricul- 
ture,” explained American 
Farm Bureau Federation 
President Dean Kleckner, 
‘The federal government is 
vigilant in its defense of 
other civil rights and liber- 
ties. Why shouldn't the right 
t© own and use property 
enjoy the same status? The 
Fifth Amendment says it 
should.” 

Testifving in support of 
H.R. 561, the Private Prop- 
ertv Rights Protection Act of 
1993, Kleckner said, “The 
rigtit to own and use proper- 
ty is guaranteed by the Con- 
stutution, as important as the 
right to worship, to free 
speech, to vote 
i: “Yet, overzealous regula- 
tors interpret laws to suit 
their personal philosophies 
@r to justify their existence. 
Bhese unnecessary regula- 
Bons are expensive, time- 
@nsuming and causing good 
people to have some bad 
problems" 

Kleckner said federal 
agencies should have to con- 
qder the impact of govern- 
pent regulations on reduc- 

g the use of private proper- 

He said the goal of the 
Bil is to minimize unintend- 
@! takings and the resultant 
q@osts to the government to 
compensate landowners 
Shen such a takings occur. 

“Under the proposed law, 
f-gulators will have to stop

He said it 1s unfortunate 
that the public debate on 
private property rights often 
seeks to pit landowner 
against the environment. 
“This is not an ‘either/or’ 
situation. Environmental 
quality is clearly an econom- 
ic good with associated eco- 
nomic costs,” Kleckner said. 

"Real, tangible, long-last- 
ing environmental progress 
can only be made through 
use of the powerful incen- 
tives of private ownership 
and market rewards. We 
know that a market system 
based on the right to own 
and use private property is 
the most efficient in using 
resources to achieve the 
maximum amount of benefit 
at the lowest cost,” Kleckner 
said.

House Okays Survey Bill, Includes 


Property Rights Provision 


An amendment requiring 
surveyors conducting a 
planned national biological 
inventory to obtain landown- 
er permission to enter pri- 
vate property was included 
in legislation authorizing the 
survey. The bill passed the 
House last week, 255-165. 

American Farm Bureau 
Federation President Dean 
Kleckner called the amend- 
ment “a victory for private 
property rights.” It was 
adopted earlier last month 
when the House began con- 
sideration of the bill (H.R. 
1845) to authorize the Na- 
tional Biological Survey. 

The Farm Bureau-backed 
amendment, sponsored by 
Reps. Charles Taylor (R- 
N.C.), Gary Condit (D-Calif.) 
and Richard Pombo (R-Ca- 
lif.), passed 309-115. In addi- 
tion to requiring surveyors 
to first obtain written con- 
sent to enter private proper- 
ty, the provision also re- 
quires that all data collected 
be available to landowners at 
no cost. 

Although the amendment 
was welcome, Kleckner said 
the survey still raises con- 
cerns on the part of farmers 
over the potential decline in 
the protection of private 
property rights. 

The legislation would em- 
power the government to 


conduct its first nationwide 
hunt for endangered species 
with federal inspectors deter- 
mining exactly where specific 
species of plants and animals 
can be found. 

Supporters say the survey 
would help the government 
avoid hostile battles such as 
the one in the Northwest 
where logging has been 
curtailed to protect the habi- 
tat of the endangered north- 
ern spotted owl. 

The House eliminated an 
earlier adopted provision au- 
thorizing the secretary of 
interior to accept services of 
volunteers from the private 
sector to assist in the collec- 
tion of data of non-federal 
lands. 

In addition, Interior Sec- 
retary Bruce Babbitt said in 
a recent speech there is no 


survey. It failed by a rule 
that the amendment was not 
germane to the subject. 

The House bill authorizes 
$170.3 million to conduct the 
survey in 1994 and “such 
funds as are necessary” in 
1995. 

Other provisions adopted: 

* Require notification to 


state and county Agricultur- 
al Stabilization and Conser- 
vation Service and Soil Con- 
servation Service committees 
before conducting survey 
activities on private lands. 

* Provide that private 
landowners cannot be held 
liable for injury or other 
damage that may be in- 
curred by personnel while 
conducting the survey. 

* Limit the agency's au- 
thorization to two years. 

The measure now moves 
to the Senate where it will 
be taken up by the Environ- 
ment and Public Works 
Committee. Farm Bureau 
will work with Senate lead- 
ers to construct a bill that 
will protect landowners’ 
rights.

House members attempt- 
ed to add an amendment to 
grant compensation to land- 
owners whose property value 
is reduced by more than 50 
percent as a result of the

Seventh Graders 
Visit Hickory 
Center This Fall 


Nearly 200 seventh grade 
students from Northern and 
Southern Middle have 
attended several three-day 
resident programs at the 
Hickory Environmental 
Education Center this fall. 

According to Joseph L. 
Winters, coordinator of the 
center, the intent of this 
program is to aid the 
seventh-graders in meeting 
some of the Maryland School 
Performance Science 
Standards. An additional 
goal is to assist these 
students in demonstrating 
the acquisition and integra- 
tion of some of the major 
concepts associated with 
their life science curriculum. 

During the four sessions, 
“hands on" activities included 
collecting, recording, and 
graphing weather data, as 
well as the study of Cove 
Run as an ecosystem.

number of employed persons 
grew by 25,155 to 2,474,375, 
a gain which effectively 
negated seasonal job losses 
in August and raised em- 
ployment to its highest level 
in the last 12 months. Total 
unemployment, posting its 
la -ggst monthly decline since 
April 1992, fell by more than 
14,800 people to 162,188. In 
September 1992, approxi- 
mately 4,400 fewer Mary- 
landers were employed and 
6.5 percent of the labor 
force, or 172,270 people, 
were jobless. 

Nationally, the jobless 
rate also declined, falling 
from 6.5 percent in August 
to 6.4 percent in September, 
which is above Maryland's 
unemployment rate. 

Seasonal economics tend 
to play an important role in 
September’s labor market 
changes as summer workers 
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leave their jobs and the labor 
market while workers in 
education return as the fall 
semester begins. The depar- 
ture of summer workers 
from the labor force tends to 
be the overriding trend, 
causing both labor and em- 
ployment levels to decline. 
this year, the summer build- 
up was less of a determining 
factor because fewer summer 
jobs were available. As a 
result, the return of educa- 
tion workers to the job mar- 
ket was the primary factor 
increasing both the labor 
force and employment. 
Other economic indicators 
also showed some improve- 
ment during September. 


Employment, both by place 
of residence and by place of 
work, increased during the 
month. Employment by 
place of residence was above 
the 1992 level, while employ- 
ment by the place of work 
was marginally below the 
1992 level. In the manufac- 
turing sector, weekly hours 
and hourly earnings were 
above year-ago levels. Com- 
pared with the same month 
in 1992, new auto registra- 
tions, retail sales, and Port 
of Baltimore tonnage rose, 
while housing permits and 
air cargo through Balti- 
more/Washington Interna- 
tional Airport fell slightly.

State Board Unanimously Approves School 
"Reconstitution" Measure Despite Protests 


The Maryland State 
Board of Education this 
week unanimously approved 
an unconventional measure 
which would allow the state 
to “reconstitute” or take 
control of any high school 
that consistently fares poorly 
on functional tests and that 
has a high incidence of 
student drop-outs and/or 
poor attendance rates. The 
measure is part of a new 
plan by the state board with 
the purpose of raising the 
standards of education in 
Maryland 

The reconstitution mea- 
sure has been the subject of 
much debate, with the 
Maryland State Teachers 
Association (MSTA) launch- 
ing a costly campaign 
against the idea, and school 
boards across the state 
voicing major concerns with 
the plan. The Garrett Coun- 
ty Board of Education’s 
Assistant Superintendent 
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Albert Coviello sent a letter 
from the office’s Leadership 
Management Team to the 
state board which in part 
supported the new plan, but 
asked several questions 
about the reconstitution 
process and expressed vari- 
ous concerns about specific 
inherent problems. The let- 
ter was sent to the state 
board last week, after the

Results Of School Performance Test 
Reflect "Excellence" Of Local Students 


Once again, the Garrett 
County school system 
showed a general improve- 
ment in meeting the state 
standards for the Maryland 
School Performance Program 
(MSPP), and Garrett County 
Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. Jerome Ryscavage this 
week stated that the test 
results were “an excellent 
reflection of our youngsters 
and our staff.” 

During a meeting held 
this week between the Gar- 
rett County Board of Educa- 
tion and the Garrett County 
Commissioners, results of 
the fourth annual report 
were shared with the county 
officials after being released 
Monday by Dr. Nancy Gras- 
mick, state superintendent of 
schools. The MSPP uses 
data from functional tests 
(reading, math, writing, and 
citizenship), combined with 
data on student participa- 
tion, which includes atten- 
dance and drop-out rates. 

"Quite frankly, we are 
pleased with the results,” 
said Ryscavage, who noted 
that Garrett County 
students, as a group, met 12 
of the 13 standards for the 
second consecutive year, 
making it one of seven juris- 

dictions to do so. Only one 
jurisdiction met all 13 of the 
standards, he said, "so we're 
right there in the hunt, if 
you will.” 

He also explained that. of 
the 12 standards met, eight 
of those were at the excel- 
lent (as opposed to satisfac- 
tory) level. 

"So we improved from last 
year even though we also 
met 12 of the 13 standards 
then,” he noted. 

Although Garrett County 


: 


met the drop-out rate stan- 
dard last year but failed to 
do so this year, Ryscavage 
reported that a significant 
improvement was realized 
because the math standard 
was met this year. Ryscavage 
applauded the efforts of 
education personne! in mak- 
ing that happen, saying that 
instructors have been placing 
particular emphasis on the 
“process of thinking, problem 
solving, and analysis.” 
Ryscavage also said, 
“There is a tendency by us 
all to start comparing our- 
selves with others in the 
state, but it’s important to 
note that we are really mea- 
suring ourselves against the 
standards set by the state.” 

The excellent standards 
were achieved this year in 
functional reading, writing, 
and citizenship for the ninth 
grade, and for reading, 
mathematics and writing for 
the eleventh grade 

Also during the 1992-93 
school year, 97% of the stu- 
dents passed all of the func- 
tional tests by the end of the 
eleventh grade. 

“While giving evidence of 
improvement, the county 
report also indicates that the , 
schools face challenges in

Complaints Increase 
Over Hauling Of 
Uncovered Loads 


County government and 
local law enforcement 
agencies have recently noted 
an increase in complaints 
concerning trucks hauling 
loose material that has not 
been properly covered. The 
problem has been particular- 
ly apparent to residents 
living along the Oakland 
Sang-Run Road as a certain 
percentage of uncovered 
pick-ups and trucks deliver- 
ing refuse or construction 
debris to the Round Glade 
Landfill at times spill some 
of their contents onto the 
roadway or adjacent proper- 
ties, according to Rodney 
Glotfelty, director of the 
Garrett County Office of 
Solid Waste and Recycling. 

Garrett County Sheriff M 
Van Evans is advising 
residents that securing of 
loads is required under 
Section 24-106 of the 
Transportation Articles of 
the Maryland Annotated 
Code. Specifically, this law 
requires that loose material, 
defined as dirt, sand, gravel, 
wood chips, or other materi- 
al that could blow, fall, or 
spill from the vehicle as a 
result of movement or 
exposure to wind, not be 
transported on the highway 
unless the load and any 
covering on the load are 
fastened to prevent the load 
or covering from becoming 
loose and detached or from 
any way endangering other 
users of the highway 

The law also specifies that 
the owner of a vehicle from 
which dirt, debris, or 
agricultural products has 
fallen on the highway is 
responsible for removing 
that debris from the highway 
within a reasonable time 

According to Glotfelty, 


Garrett County’s Ordinance 
Governing the Disposal of 
Solid Waste also clearly 
states that it is unlawful to 
Haul solid waste on an 
open motor vehicle on a 
public highway without + 
cover sufficient to n a 
the waste from ble wing off 
the vehicle *'- nviction 
of this offen. . a violator 
could be fined up to $1,000. 


Individuals transporting 
waste to collection or dispos- 
al facilities or transporting 
other material that could 
easily blow off a vehicle 
must make every effort to 
properly cover and secure 
the load. Materials blowing 
otf vehicles can pose a seri- 
ous traffic safety hazard as 
well as contributing to the 
general litter problem along 
county and state highways, 
said Glotfelty.

Community College 
Graduates Rate 
Job Preparation 


The results of a survey of 
1992 graduates of the state’s 
17 community colleges 
released recently by the 
Maryland Higher Education 
Commission show that the 
graduates were quite 
satisfied with their commu- 
nity college experience and 
rated highly the way that 
their respective institutions 
prepared them for employ- 
ment or for transferring to a 
four-year campus. 

The vast majority of 
graduates (81%) rated their 
preparation for transfer to a 
four-year institution as very 
good or good. Nearly three- 
fourths of the respondents 
(713%) reported having 
achieved completely their 
most important goal for 
attending a community 
college by the time they 
graduated. An overwhelming 
majority of graduates (89%)

More than three-fourths 
(78%) of the graduates who 
held full-time employment 
reported that their college 
did a very good or good job 
preparing them for a job. Of 
those employed full-time, 
51% indicated that their job 
is in the same field as their 
community college program, 
and an additional 28% stated 
that it is somewhat related. 
Graduates in health sciences 
technology (84%) and

ernor William Donald Schaefer 

It seems that Governor Schaefer's desire to be the 
“education hero” for the state of Maryland before he 
leaves office next year 16 so intense that he often steps 
well outside the realm of realism. One of his proposals, 
which was passed unanimously this week by the state 
board, allows state takeover, or “reconstitution,” of 
county schools if those schools do not meet at least 
minimum performance standards. Beginning in Janu- 
ary, the state will begin to identify such schools, after 
which outside, private companies will be hired to come 
in and take over their operation. The cost ofthe take- 
overs would have to be absorbed by the local boards of 
education 

We do not have any great fears that a single Garrett 
County school will be targeted for takeover, because 
our performance levels are among the best in the state 
(see the most recent report on our front page today). 
But we see this as just one more unfunded, unrealistic 
mandate from the Schaefer administration that could 
pose serious problems. 

Our intent here, though, is not to go into the pros 
and cons of this new mandate. Our bigger concern is 
that the members of the state board, along with State 
Superintendent Nancy Grasmick, appear to be just a 
bunch of yes-people who will do whatever the governor 
wants. It is amazing to us that the board unanimously 
approved this radical proposal, despite the fact that 
practically every local board of education, as well as the 
Maryland State Teachers Association and other teacher 
groups, vehemently opposed it. The many educators 
who expressed their opposition, and presented what we 
believe to be valid, intelligent concerns, were totally 
ignored by the state hoard. 

We also know of at least one former member of the 
state board of education who was not re-appointed this 
past year after he opposed Governor Schaefer's pro- 
posal to require completion ofiso many hours of com- 
munity “volunteer” service by students before they can 
be awarded their diplomas. Perhaps the appointment 
of state board of education members should not rest 
entirely in the hands of the governor. Such a consid- 
eration might be an excellent agenda item for the next 
general assembly. 

The people calling the shots for education in this 
state, including the governor. have lost their grip on 
reality. We would invite each of them to come spend a 
few days nght in the classrooms of our schools and 
observe just how far out ofi kilter things have become 
as a result of their actions and inactions.

Alzheimer’s Disease is a 
progressive disorder that 
attacks the brain and results 
in impaired memory, think- 
ing and behavior. It is espe- 
cially cruel, slowly robbing 
its victims of their memory, 
personality and ability to 
perform day-to-day activities. 
Although the maiority of its 
victims are people over the 
age of 65, it can also affect

Maryland School Performance Program 

(This article was written by Paul Harr, local 
accountability coordinator.) 

The Maryland School Performance Program is a 
comprehensive school improvement approach to 
accountability. This approach is designed to ensure that each 
school provides an educational program that results in 
success for every Maryland student. The Maryland School 
Performance Program is a major strategy for achieving both 
the state’s "Schools for Success” and the “American 2000" 


The fourth annual Maryland School Performance 
Program Report (1993) provides student performance 
information at the school, school system, and state levels and 
will also include supporting information to describe school, 
schoul system, and state characteristics in the areas of 
student enrollment, mobility, kindergarten experience, 
special programs and services, fiscal information, staffing, 
and length of the school year and day. Norm-referenced 
standards and test results are also provided. 

This year’s “Report Card" shows that this county's schools 
met 12 of the 13 original standards. This rate was met for 
the second consecutive year. In 1991, the system met six of 
13 standards, and in 1990, the school met three of eight 
levels of performance. Local schools achieved excellent 
standards in eight areas compared with five ares in 1992. 
The excellent standards were achieved this year in functional 
reading, writing, and citizenship for the ninth grade, and for 
reading, mathematics and writing for the 11th grade; and 
the promotion rate at the elementary school level. Another 
excellent standard for the 1992-93 school year was one of 
97% of the students passing all of the functional tests as 
reported at the end of grade 11 

The satisfactory level of performance was met in four 
data-based areas: the number of students passing the 
functional mathematics test at the ninth grade level, the 
citizenship component at grade 11, and attendance at the 
elementary and secondary levels. The drop-out rate, which 
was reported at the satisfactory level of 2.7 for 1992, rose to 
43 in 1993 

While giving evidence of improvement, the county report 
also indicates that the schools face challenges in meeting 
new proposed state standards on the Maryland School 
Performance Assessment Program tests. Countywide average 
scores, as well as statewide scores, fell short of the state 
standards in three demanding tests in reading, mathematics, 
social studies, and science given each May at the third, fifth, 
and eighth grades. 

Each of the 16 county schools will release their own 
performance reports by December 1

Parents need to help their 
children get an early start on 
gvod reading habits and as 
their children grow older 
they ‘need to continue’ to 
serve as reading role models. 

Parental involvement in 
children’s reading activities 
makes a real diflerence. A 
year ago, another AFT/Chry- 
sler report found that 
parents’ participation in 
their children’s reading ac- 
tivities dramatically drops off 
by age nine--especially 
among youth whose parents 
were not active participants 
in reading activities when 
they were younger. 

The Garrett County Fed- 
eration of Teachers is dis- 
tributing a booklet called 
Helping Your Child Learn 
To Read. The booklet is 
designed for parents of 


young children; a free copy 
may be obtained by writing 
to the Garrett County Feder- 
ation of Teachers, 2255 
Route 135, Suite 5, Oakland, 
MD 21550. 

The booklet suggests spe- 
cificage-appropriate learning 
activities for children up to 
age 10. Parents of older 
children also can remain 
active in promoting good 
reading habits. It’s never too 
late to serve as a role model. 
Discuss what you read. Try 
turning off the television and 
turning your children on to 
reading. Show your children 
that you read before telling 
them to read.

GCSO Charges 
Three Men With 
Drug Possession 


Three local men were 
arrested by the Garrett 
County Sheriffs Office this 
week on the charge of mari- 
juana possession. Other 
activities of the officers in- 
cluded three arrests for DWI 
(driving while intoxicated), 
one for battery and property 
destruction, and the serving 
of several bench warrants. 

A truck operated by Da- 
vid P. Shaffer, 35, Swanton, 
was traveling eastbound on 
Rt. 135 on Saturday at 1 
a.m. when Dep. J. Sowers 
stopped the vehicle near 
Boiling Springs Road for an 
equipment violation. Shaffer 
was subsequently charged 
with DWI. 

According to the report, 
the officer found cause to 
search a passenger in the 
car, William W. Sweitzer, 22, 
Oakland. The defendant was 
apparently found to be in 
possession of marijuana and 
related paraphernalia, and 
was charged accordingly. A 
search of Shaffer also result- 
ed in the discovery of drug 
paraphernalia, according to 
the report, and he was also 
charged with possession of a 
controlled dangerous sub- 
stance (CDS).

The Northern saw-whet 
owl can be found as far 
north as Alaska and Nova 
Scotia and as far eouth as 
Mexico and from coast to 
coast. They've even been 
spotted on boats on the 
Great lakes. 

Dodge explained that the 
banding in this region is 
conducted during the 
months of October and No- 
vember For obvious reasons, 
the area in which the band- 







ing is taking place is not 
divulged to the general pub- 
lie 

Students must commit to 
spending alternating nights 
at the site which includes an 
antiquate| shed, equipped 
with banding and data-col- 
lecting devices, a kerosene 
heater, and a cot. I'nder 
Dodge’s frequent, careful 
supervision, the students 
generally work in pairs This 
is the second year the college 
has participated in the pro- 
ject. And while no prior 
nestings were found, the 
students did find a nest this 
year. 

To safely capture the 
Northern saw-whet owls for 
banding, a series of seven 
nets (250-300 feet) are 
placed near an audio hire ‘a 
tape of saw-whet owl calls). 
The owls respond to the lure 
and fly into the soft netting 
Banders then gently untan- 
gle them and transport them 
in banding tubes to the data 
control center ished) some 
several hundred vards away 
The shed has had some 
improvements this vear 
because of leftover grant 
funds. 

The Northern saw-whet 
owl is so named because of 
its rasping call. It 1s often 
what might be termed 
“tame” because it seems to 
be unafraid of humans and 
can even be captured by 
hand. although that is not 
advisable for amateurs. 

OWLS IN GENERAL 

A person can recognize 
any owl by its large. broad 
head with a ruff of feathers 
around the eyes This ruff is 
called the facial disk.

Small- 
er ones, like the Northern 
saw-whet, catch mostly mice, 
rats, and shrews. Some eat 
insects and small birds, and 
a few will occasionally dine 
on fresh roadkill. Owls tear 
their prey into pieces when 
they eat it. If the prey is 
small enough, they'll swallow 
it whole. Later, they regurgi- 
tate pellets of bone, fur, 
scales, and feathers which 
they cannot digest. The 
pellets can be found imeer 
their roosting places. 

Most farmers find owls to 
be the most useful bird to

The eyes are quite large Owls eat mostly mam- 
and point forward, unlike 
the eves of most birds For 
this reason, owls can watch 
an object with both eyes at 
the same time. They have 
binocular vision like people. 
But unlike people, owls can- 
not move their eves in their 
sockets, so they must move 
their heads to see a moving 
object Their eves have long 
lashes, and their upper eye- 
lids close over them. Owls’ 
eyes make them look as if 
they were wiser than other 
animals Even ancient 
Greeks thought the owl was 
sacred to Athene, their god- 
dess of wisdom Actually, 
geese, crows, and ravens are 
all far more intelligent than 
owls. 

Owls have short, thick 
bodies, strong. hooked beaks, 
and powerfiil feet with sharp 
claws. The plumage of an 
owl is dull, or colored so that 
the bird blends with its 
surroundings.

them because they destroy 
harmful rodents, but seldom 
touch poultry. Owls are not 
good nest builders. The nests 
are usually crude structures 
in hollow trees, caverns, 
burrows, barns, deserted 
houses, belfries, and old 
nests of hawks and crows. 
Their eggs are nearly round 
and are white, tinged with 
buff or blue. There are usu- 
ally three or four eggs per 
nesting 

Both males and females 
help care for the nest. Owl- 


ets stay m the nest longer 
than most birds do 
OWL BANDING 

Glenn Therres, program 
director of the owl banding 
project for the Non-Game 
and Urban Wildlife Program, 
oversees the banding projects 
in the state. Dave Brinker, 
an old friend of Dodge's, 
directs the Northern saw- 
whet owl banding project on 
Assateague Island, on the 
Eastern Shore. Migrations of 
mountain owls and coast 
owls are being compared as 
well in this study. 

Brinker is what is called a 
master bander. Dodge is a 
sub-permittee under Brinker.

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The aluminum bands are 
serially numbered and regis- 
tered with the bird-banding 
laboratory of the Office of 
Migratory Bird Management, 
US. Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice, Wildlife Research Cen- 
ter, Patuxent. 

When the students bring 
a bird into the shed, they 
first weigh it (most adult 
Northern saw-whets weigh 
80-100 grams). The number 
is recorded immediately. The 
wing chord (bend in the 
wind) is then measured from 
the tip to the longest flight 
feather. Shorter wings indi- 
cate males and longer wings 
indicate females. The wing is 
then flattened out and re- 
measured 

Flight feathers are then 
assensed. If the primary and 
secondary feathers are pretty 
much the same color, that 
denotes a young owl (no 
moulting yet). If the feather 
colors vary, that means the 
owl has indeed lost some 
feathers that have grown 
back and that would signal 
an adult or AHY (after 
hatching year). The feathers 
are then measured in vari- 
ous ways and spots are 
counted. Eye color is checked 
- more yellow or more gold? 

Another interesting piece 
of data is collected, that 
being how much fat is on 
the owl. That is checked by 
blowing the downy feathers 
away from a depression on 
the body under the wing. If 
the area is pink, there is not 
much fat; if there is yellow 
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showing, that indicates fat 
content. 

The owl is then banded 
with an aluminum band ard 
placed on its back As with 
many animals, this seems to 
almost put the animal to 
sleep or in a trance. At this 
point, the beak is measured 
from the cere to the tip and 
from the nostril to the tip 
The color (black or non- 
pigmented) of the tip of the 
beak is also noted. The 
length of the breastbone is 
also recorded. The breast- 
bone is concave for the at- 
tachment of feathers. 

Dodge said all the data 
collected may or may not 
mean anything, but down 
the road could mean some- 
thing quite important in the 
study of owls. “There's really 
so much we don’t know 
about many forms of wild- 
life,” he said. 

Once the process de- 
scribed above is successfully 
completed, the owls are 
released, unharmed and 
seemingly unruffled by the 
experience. Some even try to 
come back into the shed. 

Dodge stated that over 
100 Northern saw-whet owls 
have been banded this year. 
compared to 44 last year 
Among those totals, several 
other species of owls (barred 
and Eastern-screech) have 
been captured. They are also 
banded and data is collected 
on them as well. There were 
reportedly 16 owls banded 
last Friday night, which was 
a record night. 

GCC students participat- 
ing in the owl banding pro- 
ject include Travis Wharton. 
Lisa Masters, Tammy Sand- 
ers, Laura Bowman, Dene 
Wood, Becky Alexander, 
Brandon Seifert, Mark Beals, 
Evan Paugh, Andy Eiswert, 
Steve Broadwater, Shane 
Buckel, and Lloyd Goodwin. 
Tammy Bittinger, former 
student and now staff mem- 
bers of GCC is also partici- 
pating. Kevin Boyle and J.B 
Churchill are the students 
participating from FSU. 
Taking care of the phone

"Whatever information we 
learn from this project could 
be important some day. 

Dodge concluded, “but what 

is really important is the 

education it is providing for 
the students. This is hands 
on biology and wildlife tech- 
nology.” 

From a reporter's 
point of view, this was 
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truly a learning expert- 
ence. ine student | ob- 
served, Lisa Masters, 
look her task seriously. 
She handled the owls 
with proficiency and with 
respect. She had learned 
well from Dodge the im- 
portance of properly col- 
lecting data. The night I 
went to the owl banding 
site, Pr. Steve Herman, 
president of GCC. was 
also nlong to see what 
the project was all about. 
He calmly held an owl for 
what seemed a long time. 
And when it came time 
for me to hold the owl, 
Dodge guve me the confi- 
dence | needed and for a 
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woman who's acared to 
pick up her own cat most 
of the time, it was a mira- 
cle that I not only held 
the owl, but I did #n with 
out my gloves. We're nev- 
er too old to learn.

WVU Team Researching New Method 
Of Decreasing Acid Mine Drainage 


A research team, headed 
by Dr. Henry W. Rauch, 
geology professor at West 
Virginia University, (WVU) 
is developing a coating that 
could replace rock dust 
(ground limestone) in room 
and pillar coal miles to de- 
crease acid mine drainage. 

If proven effective in the 
field, researchers feel this 
coating, containing limestone 
dust and a sticky polymer, 
could be the measure compa- 
nies need to safely mine 
acidic coal seams. The coat- 
ing decreases acidic drainage 
by stopping the oxidation of 
pyritic materials in the rock 
surface and by neutralizing 
an acidity present. Rauch 
estimates that the process 
would cost about $1 per ton 
of coal. The National Mine 
Lands Reclamation Center 
(NMLRC) at WVU is fund- 
ing the project. 

No proven method of 
preventing acid mine drain- 
age currently exists, so treat- 
ing it through continuous 
application of expensive 
neutralizing chemicals such 
as lime is the most common 
procedure. According to Paul 
Ziemkiewicz, director of the 
NMLRC, the local industry 
spends roughly $1 million a 
day treating acid mine drain- 
ing in West Virginia alone. 

No one sees perpetual 
chemical treatment as an 
acceptable solution to the

acid mine drainage problem. 
Several million dollars worth 
of coal seams in West Virgin- 
ia are left unmined because 
coal operators will not take 
the financial risk, according 
to Rauch, who also said that 
the state will not grant min- 
ing permits unless coal com- 
panies show they can pre- 
vent acid mine drainage 
instead of just treating it. 

If this testing is success- 
ful, the researchers will 
substitute the coating in an 
active section for rock dust, 
which is normally applied to 
the surface of the ribs, floor, 
and roof to stop coal dust 
from circulating and causing 
explosions. The acid-prevent- 
ing coating must be applied 
directly to the rock surface, 
or it will not stick. Rock dust 
can then be applied over the 
coating if necessary. 

The researchers wil] make 
a formal application to the 
U.S. Mine Safety and Health 
Administration for permis- 
sion to test the new proce- 
dure in an active mine. 

The NMLRC at WVU 
took over funding for the 
project in 1991, and universi- 
ty graduate students became 
involved. The combined 
research effort led to two 
versions of the coating. Both 
formulations were successful 
in the laboratory and will be 
tested in the field.

In addition, our 
wealth per student ranks us 
19th of the 24 school dis- 
tricts in the state. Yet, as 
you can see, the commission 
recommendations over the 
next five years project our 
increase to almost 400% less 
than a school district almost 
identical in size to us, with 
fewer children receiving 
free reduced meals, and yet 
having a greater wealth per 
pupil. Although not as pro- 
nounced, comparisons of us 
with other rural school dis- 
tricts listed in the table will 
yield a similar but perhaps 
less glaring conclusion.” 
Murphy noted that, even 
if the amount allocated for a 
separate targeted poverty 
grant were to be factored in, 
the county would still be 
facing disparity in the com- 
mission’s recommendations. 
Murphy continued, "We 
believe that you have broken 
significant ground in very 
difficult terrain. Our concern 
is perhaps only an anomaly. 
If it is, we ask that you 
attempt to bring our situa- 
tion back into line with your 
principles. Conversely, if 
there appears to be more 
here than just an abnormali- 
ty we would ask that you 
take further time -- very 
possibly at the expense of 
recommending anything for 
next year’s General Assem- 
bly -- in order to craft some- 
thing that will consistently 
implement the principles 
which you, and we, support.” 
According to statistics 
released by the commission, 
Garrett County, with a stu- 
dent population of 5,038, 
would receive an increase in 
funding amounting to 
$254,000 annually over the 
next five years ~ a 1% in- 
crease.

Coviello’s letter stressed 
that the team members were 
“extremely concerned” with 
the reconstitution process. 
He noted that the local 
board had understood that 
the process would not be 
initiated prior to the release 
of the 1995-96 testing data, 
but that the latest informa- 
tion indicates the process 
will begin in January 1994, 
with “failing” schools to be 
identified and targeted for 
possible take-over. 

‘We don’t believe that it 
is appropriate to make deci- 
sions regarding school recon- 
stitution until after the 
1995-96 data is released,” the 
letter states. Coviello also 
noted the team’s concern 
with the lack of specificity 
used in terms such as "sub- 
stantial and sustained im- | 
provement,” which are words 
used to describe a school 
likely to avoid reconstitution. 

MSTA officials maintain 
that if the current standards 
are enforced by the state 
board, only eight of the more 
than 1200 Maryland schools 
passed the 1992 round of 
tests. This would mean that 
all the remaining schools are 
at risk of state seizure. Re- 
portedly, the state board will 
identify the failing schools 
and will give each school 
system 10 weeks to prepare 
“school improvement” plans,
